Name change offers 
little student input 


The Dooo Student Association has decided to change its name 
. to Conestoga Students Incorporated because it now represents 
students at Waterloo and Guelph campuses as well as Doon. 

Full-time Conestoga students have to approve the name change 
by filling out prosy forms and sending them to the student asso- 
I c union by Oct. 2. The DSA needs 51 per cent of the student 
membership, which includes all full-time students at Conestoga 
College, to agree with the change. This represents approximate - 
| ly 2,700 votes. 

The proxy form also outlines changes to bylaws which stu- 
dents are asked to approve.

I dem body more participation in the process. Permitting the stu- 
I dents lo vote on their choice of name would also have allowed 
students to become involved in the process.
